With Hie Niitiio of JutiiPH. 


Spain is the great homo anil center 


of the Jameses; thence they have rad- 
uitcil as Jagos mill Jaymos over the 
whole circle of tliu civilized world. 
St. Jnmes the Apostle, it appears, 
preached in Spain before the date of 
his martyrdom in Jerusalem. 
His 


authentic relics were duly deposited by 
miraculous agcncyon the Galician coast. 
The shrine that arose around the*flnal 
resting place ol the canonized bones 
was dedicated the word "Sancto Jacobo 
Apostolo." Peninsular tongues soon 
converted the word apostle into the 
name ol the town he inhabited, and the 
place was ever afterward known to 
fame aa Santiago deCompostella. Very 
remarkable miracles used to take place 
there. The aid given by Santiago to 
the Christian Spaniards against their 
Moorish enemjus—on one occasion he 
even fed the victorious army in person 
on a white horse—made him by far the 
most popular saint in the whole king- 
dom. 
Pilgrims flocked from all parti 


of the 
orld to the shrine of Com- 


postella, with St. James1 scallop shell 
—the pectcn Jacobnnis—fixed in their 
imts aa a symbol of their pilgrimage. 
Hence the somewhat obscure connec- 
tion between St. James and oysters, 
typified by the fact that on St. James' 
day, July 25, old style, the oystei 
season used to begin. Happy times 
when an oyster supper was regarded 
in the light of a devotional exercise. 
The change of calendar put on the date 
to August 4, when the season now com- 
mences without rhyme or reason: The 
little grottos of oyster shells which 
London children formerly built on St 
James' day, and afterward on the 
transferred date, were the last relic of 
the scallop-decked shrines of St. Jamea 
of Compoatella. 


From Santiago in Galicia the name 


of Santiago spread to numberless other 
towns in all parts of the wide Spanish 
dominions. Your conquistador, though 
a trifle bloodthirsty, was undeniably 
devout. 
Like Ins >'unimn prototypes, 


lie combined the practice ot filibuster- 
ing and religion. 
If lie burned the 


Indian's body it was for the good of 
his soul; if he killed him with hard 
work in Hie. gold and silver mines he 
took care to b:\ptine him before finally 
destroying him. The "pious founder" 
of the'Spanish colonies was very par- 
ticular by what titles he christened his 
towns and islands. 
Ascension and 


Vera Cruz, Dominica and Sat Salvador, 
sufficiently attest the orthodox devo- 
tion of the Spanish mariner. 
Even 


the men-of-war were christened by such 
grotesquely inappropriate names as 
"La Santisima Trinidad;" while Con- 
cepoion, Asuncion and Santa Fe ahow 
their ardent desire to prove the entire 
catholicity of their faith in the merest 
d«tall» of local nomenclature. 
But 


Santiago came In above all other saints 
or dogmas or abstractions for the 
nnnonpatory homage of the Spanish 
mind. There is a Santiago in Chile, 
and another in Cnba, a third is in 
Mexico and a fourth in La Plata. The 
Californinn specimen varies the type a 
little, and comes out ID the alternative 
form of San Diego. 
At least one 


British colony has inherited an exam- 
ple, and that is Jamaica. The old 
capital of the island must still be de- 
scribed in all ollicial or legal docu- 
ments as Santiago do la Vega, but the 
name is too long winded to sit com- 
fortably upon the British throat, and 
conversation knows it only nowadays 
as Spanish Town.—Cornlriil Magazint,

Readiness (or mobilization supposes three 


principal preparations made beforehand In 
time of peace; first, for filling up regiments 
and corps to war strength with men armed 
and trained; second, for jirovision of horses 
and stores without delay and without stint; 
third, for having the horses and stores ex- 
actly where they are needed— namely, where- 
over the unit which is to tise them is to be 
mobilized. 
As an example, tnke the great 


war of 1870. The Prussiau regiments for 
first line were all motiaized in from seven to 
eleven days, and this means that they were 
in perfect readiness to march and in full 
possession of their horses, carriages, spare 
ammunition and so on. 


The French, on the contrary, thouch they 


bad in existence all that was required, had 
it not in tho right place; so that immense 
confusion resulted and the army was not 
even ready for defense when tho Germans 
were already concentrated for attack on the 
French frontier. 
Yet France had declared 


war and ought to have had a good start. 
The German Landwehr was ready n little 
later, being fully mobilized in from ten to 
flfteen days. 
Improvements since made 


enable the German cavalry to be ready al- 
most instantly, and 308 battalions within 
seven days, followed by 890 more on the 
eighth or ninth day. 
lu other words, little 


more than a week would elapse before a 
force of nearly !I(I(J,000, with full proportion 
of artillery, would be completely ready and 
provided with every necessity for a cam- 
paign, including horses. 
And all this 


efficiency is combined with strict economy, 
because Germany is n military nation. — 
Contemporary Review.

famine in coal are not tlio result of an\ ' 
lack of transportation facilities, as the '' 
coal ring defenders and 
co-pareoners 


would have us belie\e. Insufficient trans- 
portation facilities figured in the cane 
toward the end of the seahon, when tin- 
effects of the-combine" in PemiHyhaiii.i 
began to manifest themselves, but in- 
stead of being the cause of Uie trouble 
this feature of the situation was onlv one 
of the results of the conspiracy at the 
east to make coal scarce and high. For 
months last summer the vessels on the ' 
lakes and the cars on the east ami west 
roads were in no demand whatever for the 
transportation of coal. There was no coal 


transport. The mines were idle in 


pursuance of an agreement entered into 
at New York in May. To make coal 
scarce w«s the object of the men who 
formed the pool in the anthracite trade, ( 
which was denounced in these columns at i 
the time. The present situation is one I 
therefore, that they devised, and it is ex- 
actly what they planned for. Having de- 
layed shipments until the resources of 
the railroads could no longer meet the j 
requirements of the trade, it is now pre- 
tended that the only trouble is that there 
are not enough cars in tbe country to 
transport the coal that is needed in the 
west. This lie will not go down. The 
present scarcity wns manufactured last 
May.
